Eat Cotton, or Starve. 


Suppose, dear farmer, cotton was 
selling for l l an ounce, and you could 
gel nothing to eat what good would 
your cotton do you? 
That is about the 
situation that 
fact's the south today, as pointed out 
by the Hon* Clarence Ousley. He tells 
us that with 40,000,030 people engaged 
In the work of destruction, being em 
ployed in fighting Or sustaining the 
fighters the remainder of the world is 
put to a hard task of providing food 
for the fighters and their supporters 
and the rem ainder who are not direct­ 
ly or indirectly engaged in the fight: 
ng. In fact, the rem ainder of the 
world wll bt' able to provide just about 
enough food for the people of the 
world during 1918, or until the 1919 
crops shall have been harvested 
In the south another situation faces 
us. 
We have been in the habit 
of 
raising little but cotton, and spending 
our cotton money for 
bacon, 
hams, 
and lard produced n Chicago, cannet! 
goods produced in California and Bal­ 
timore and feed stuffs produced in 
Kansas, Illinois and Missouri. 
We 
have spent for food and feed a sum 
about equal to tehuvlae 
about equal to the value of the cotton 
crop. Now the government has taken 
over the railroads and is using them 
primarily for handling troops, and sup­ 
plies for troops, materials for the m an­ 
ufacture of munitions of war of all 
sorts, and is giving primary support 
to the industries that are manufactur­ 
ing the war materials. In strictly ag­ 
ricultural countries like Brazos coun­ 
ty, it may happen that, there will not 
be cars available in w’hich to bring in 
food and feed, because it will be taken 
tor granted that we have sense enough 
to look oui for No. I and provide our­ 
selves with the prime essential for 
the preservation of life, namely, food.' 
ll we cannot get food and have noth­ 
ing to eat but cotton, how long would 
we live? We cannot eat cotton in its 
raw state, for nobody has yet devised 


a limited quantity of 
certain 
foods. 
They have done that in m ost of the 
countries at war. 
Just a few in this 
country persist inx their rights to eat 
what and when and as much as they 
please. 
They have Bed Cross cards 
in their windows and food cards in 
their kitchens and pay little or no 
attention to the meaning of either as 
applies to themselves. 
Their attitude 
hurts the remainder of us, in that it 
is going to lead to compulsory con­ 
servation. 
We are getting along nice­ 
ly now, having all we want to eat. 
eating that which is good for us and 
perhaps enjoying less dyspepsia and 
more health than when we ate too 
much of richer foods. 
Why cannot 
the few be good for the sake of the 
rest of us?

in many sections of the south. The 
Impression has been gained by many 
planters th at the weevil bas been 
reduced to negligible numbers, if not 
altogether exterm inated. 
It is too 
much to expect th at the tem peraures 
have 
been 
uniform ly cold enough 
o absolutely exterm inate the weevil 
from large areas. The records of the 
D epartm ent of A griculture indicate 
that there is at least I to 6 per cent 
survival of the weevil in those sec 
Cions 
which 
have 
been 
thoroughly 
studied as against a norm al of 77 6 
P«*r cent survival. 
This percentage 
of surviving weevils is sufficient to 
re stock the cotton fields of the south 
before the end of the growng season 
There Is always a possibility th at 
there may be some specially sheltered 
spots even in the more northerly in­ 
fested regions where some weevils will 
Im* able to survive. The instinct of 
the weevil leads it to seek the warm 
est shelter available In the vicinity of 
ta breedng ground. 
It will shelter 
itself under the bark of trees, or in 
thick hanging moss upon the trees, 
under the thatch of roofs, and in straw 
Macks, in seed storehouses and gins, 
and in other buildings. It is therefore 
quite e a s y to see th at no m atter how 
cold the external tem peratures are 
there is alw ays a probability th a t 
there will be weevils surviving In each 
field 
sheltered securely enough 
to 
carry them through the w inter. 
The experience of 26 years with 
the boll weevil in this country has 
bown that one or two weevils sur­ 
viving in a field can easily produce 
enough offspring to destroy all but 
the earliest portions of the crop. 
No reliable prediction can be made 
on the basta of w hat happened during 
tile w inter. 
Frequently seasons In 
which very few weevils pass the win­ 
ter have been followed by a great in­ 
jury to the crop by the weevil This 
has been due to favorable conditions 
brought about by heavy rains during 
the early part of the growing season, 
which perm itted the weevils to over­ 
come their losses during the winter, 
or fo early dispersion of the weevils 
from the w arm er sectons of the cotton 
belt, and som etim es to severe tropical 
term s which frequently sweep over 
the Gulf states. It is therefore appar­ 
ent that the conditions of the spring 
and sum m er will largely determ ine 
"ie extent of dam age due to the wee­ 
vil, rath er than the num bebr of wee- 
v tis which survive in a given locality 
In the opinon of the D epartm ent of 
Agriculture, It would be very unfortu 
nate if the prevailing im pression con­ 
cerning the boll weevil should increase 
the acreage of cotton at the expense 
of food crops. 
At the present tbne 
what is most urgently needed through- 
out the south is an increased produc­ 
tion of food and feed cropB 
There is 
every 
Indication 
th at 
the 
norm al 
acreage in cotton, with proper cult! 
cation, will give a supply of the staple 
sufficient for all purposes. It is clear­ 
ly a m atter of patriotism as well as 
sound Judgment for the planters to 
increase the acreage in food crops 
The planter who Increases his cotton 
acreage cannot be assured that his 
crop will not suffer greatly from boll 
weevils, and will be utilizing his land 
in a way whch does not best serve 
th** necessities of the country. 
D irector Genera! McAdoo has a1 
ready issued a w arning th at transpor­ 
tation difficulties In 1918 may make 
it difficult, if not Imposable, to supply 
food and feed prom ptly to communi­ 
ties that neglect to provide their own 
necessities To say the least, the drain 
on transportation is so heavy that 
any exceptional requirem ents for haul 
ing food aud feed to the south will 
be an actual em barrassm ent to the 
governm ent in the prosecution of the

N o Flour Famine in 
Bryan at Present 


From Saturday’s Daily Eagle 
Flour rn nines are confronting Dallas 
and north Texas and H ouston report 
a shortage. 
The prospects are that 
Bryan, however^ will feel no special 
pinch for some tim e to come. 
“The local supply does not indicate 
any flour shortage here g reater than 
th at to which we 
are 
accustom ed,” 
said John Lawrence of the Law rence 
Grocery company today. 
“ W hile it is 
true that they are cutting us shorter 
all the time on flour which we pur­ 
chase from north Texas and 
outside 
points, still the local supply is 
suf­ 
ficient for the demands. 
It is my be­ 
lief, however, that before the neat crop 
of wheat will be harvested we will 
have to go on short rations as far as 
flour Is concerned.” 


Heres! to you are just the things we 
cannot write, such as, the num ber o f 
transports th at (am e over with us and 
our escort and the num ber of troops 
on our ship, also our vessel’s name.

tily. 
I have enjoyed the trip across 
with the exception of three or four 
days when I was ‘ disinclined” and 
stayed in my bunk all the 
possible 
time. 
We hold boat drill every m orn­ 
ing which consists of standing 
on 
deck w ith our life jackets on. each 
section in Its apointed place. 
Since 
Tuesday we have had to carry our 
life jackets with us 
w herever 
we 
went. 
The first Sunday out started 
my feeling poorly and I stayed that 
way until 
W ednesday. 
We didn’*t 
make much speed coming across, per­ 
haps on account of the sm aller ves­ 
sels. 
We have entered quiet w aters 
and saw land this m orning for the 
first tim e in ------- days. 
FII have to tell you about the meals 
we have bad They have been feeding 
porridge and some kind of m eat for 
breakfast. To me the porridge 
was 
tasteless and I haven’t touched it for 
some tim e. 
For dinner, we usually 
have boiled potatoes, som e kind of 
poor cut of beef, peas, cabbage or 
apple sauce, and a liquid which cam ­ 
ouflaged under the nam e of “coffee." 
It was even a poor cam ouflage. 
For 
supper, or tea aa the crew calls it, 
we som etim es had poor corned beef 
and pickles. 
Can you im agine m ak­ 
ing a satisfying meal out of those two 
articles? 
It wouldn’t be so bad if the 
orned beef was good like we had in 
Allentown. 
Then we had a supper of 
cheese and Jam. 
For breakfast and 
tea we alw ays had bread and oleo; 
for dinner, ju st b re a d 'a n d this was 
different from ordinary bread, 
b it

years or even a few m onths ago, he 
launched into the proposition of plac­ 
ing sows with pig club boys 
and 
farm ers, preferably one to each farm ­ 
er, explained how the anim als are ob­ 
tained at the Fort W orth stock yards, 
made im m une from hog cholera and 


taken to their 
destinations 
where interest seem s to be here now, the 
they pass through safely epidem ics 
of the cholera.

P ostm aster Lawrence, as the local 
recruiting officer, has received the let­ 
ter below from Captain W. L. Lowe, 
recruiting officer for this section. The 
letter explains a good many 
things 
relative to recruits, the status of m ar­ 
ried men and so on. 
W hile th e gov­ 
ernm ent has allowed the postm asters 
a fee for recruiting for the regular 
w asn’t any too I arm y. P ostm aster Lawrence has 
not 
made any charge for his services in 
th at connection in the past, and will 
not now. The letter follows: 
“From' the num ber of letters receiv­ 
ed by the recruiting officeamlirect, and 
through the departm ent at W ashing 
ton it appears th at there is some doubt 
in the mind of postm asters as to who 
are not eligible for enlistm ent 
and 
for what branches men are now being 
accepted. 
You are therefore inform ed 
that men may now enlist in any branch 
of the regular arm y for the period of 
the em ergency between the ages pf 
Hi aud 21, aud 31 and 40, inclusive. 
Meu who have registered on June 
5, 
1917, are not eligible for 
enlistm ent. 
Men are also now being accepted for 
the na^onal guard under the sam e con­ 
ditions as for the regular arm y, but 
are lim ited, however, to infantry, cav­ 
alry aud coast artillery only. 
Men are 
also 
accepted 
for 
the 
technical 
branches of the national arm y, i. a., 
quarterm aster corps 
and 
engineers 
corps, under the same conditions as 
for regular arm y. 
R egistered men are 
not eligible.
